NEW MINISTER 
FROM CHINA DOES 
NOT WEAR QUEUE 


First Representative of Republic 
Arrives in NewYork Dressed 
Like Westerner. 


NEW YORK, April 6.—For the first 
time a Chinese Minister stepped foot 
in this country in the conventional 
costume of the Western world, instead 
of the rich. silken robes that have 


been the costume of these Far East- 
ern diplomats, when the Hamburg- 
American liner Kaiserin Auguste 
Victoria landed K. F. Shah -yester- 
day. 

The Minister is the first represent- 
ative of his rank to be sent to Wash- 
ington since the republic of China 
was born. He is accompanied by his 
wife and children and a retinue of 11, 
including secretaries and servants. 
He wore dark clothing, topped off 
with a long black overcoat. He wears 
glasses and has a slight stoop as he 
walks. He speaks English and knows 
New York. From 1903 to 1908 he was 
Consul here and found time to tdke 
several courses of study at Columbia 
University. 

His daughter, Miss Lang Shah. also 
studied with her father at Columbia, 


and is happy to return to America. 
Mrs. Shah has also the advantage of 
several years spent in the United 
States. '

CAUGHT TRYING TD 
CASH DRAFT HERE 


David L. Almerigi, Merchant, 
Wanted at Colgate, Pleads 
Unwritten Law. 


CAME HOME UNEXPECTED 


Said to Have Killed Man He 
Found There With His Wife 
and Children. 


David L. Almerigi, a merchant of 
Coalgate, Ok., who is accused of having 
killed his former business partner, Ben 
M. Jones, with a shotgun in Coalgate 
on the night of March 22, was arrested, 
Monday, at the Chouteau Trust Co., 
Vandeventer and Chouteau avenues, as 
he was trying to cash a draft for $1140. 

When questioned by the police about 
Jones’ death, Almerigi dramatically 
pleaded the “unwritten law.”’ 

“Jones killed himself,’’ he said. 
came to my house once too often.” 
would say nothing more. 

Almerigi’s statement was not unex- 
pected to the police, as they were in- 
formed by the Oklahoma authorities

posed journey out of the city, met 
Jones leaving the Almerigi home, and 
shot him. Almerigi, according to the 
information received here, has a hand- 
some wife and five children. 

Shells Fit His Gun. 

Sheriff Jesse Philips, who made the 
request for Almerigi’s arrest, informed 
the police that Almerigi dissolved his 
business partnership with Jones some 
time before the killing, and that, March 
22, he announced he was going to Fort 
Worth, where he frequently went. 

He went only to the next railroad sta- 
tion, 14 miles away, then returned. .Im- 
mediately after the killing, he disap- 
peared. It was found, according to the 
Sheriff, that the shells fired from the 
shotgun were of a kind such as no one 
in town had except Almerigi. 

Almerigi was traced to St. Lovis 
through his request on a bank in Fort 
Worth for funds. He notified the bank 
he had placed a draft with the Chou- 
teau Trust Co. When he went to the 
trust company a few days ago, he was 
told to return Monday. Inquiry in the 
meantime brought the information that 
Almerigi .was wanted by the authorities. 
The trust company notified the police 
and two detectives were on hand when 
he called. 

Is Native of Italy. 

His funds in the Fort Worth bank are 
said to be $29,000. He is a native of Italy 
and has been successful in business ir 
Coalgate, which is in Southern Oklaho- 
ma, in the former Choctaw Nation. He 
will be taken back there as s00n as ar. 
officer comes for him. 

According to information received by 
the police, Almerigi was recently 
charged with selling liquor, or ‘‘bootleg- 
ging,’’ as it is known in Oklahoma, and 
was placed under a $1000 bond. It is not 
known whether this had anything te do 
with his difficulty with Jones. 


PLAGUE SPREAD BY FLEAS 


Cuba’s Chief Surgeon Blames 
Them and Not Rats. 

NEW ORLEANS, April 6.—Fleas car- 
ried in sacks of sugar, and not rats, 
are responsible for the recent cases of 
bubonic plague at Havana, Cuba, ac- 
cording to Surgeon John Guiteras, di- 
rector of sanitation for the Republic 
of Cuba, in a letter to Dr. Oscar Dowl- 
ing of the Louisiana State Board cf 
Health. 

Surgeon Guiteras says’ ue conducted 
more than 2500 laboratory experiments 
with rats, and that none was found to 
be infected. He then concluded fleas 


had spread the disease.

LADY RANDOLPH CHURCHILL. 


The wedding plans na@veéi kept pectert} 
and the marriage announcement occa- 
sioned much surprise. 

The formér Mrs. West was Lady Ran- 
dolph Churchill and ‘the daughter of 
the late Leonard Jerome of New: York. 
In her divorce suit, which was heard 
several months ago, she charged West 
with desertion and misconduct. 

Mrs. Cornwallis West in future will be 
known as Lady Randolph Churchill. 
Mrs. West's first husband was Lord 
Randolph Henry Spencer Churchill, 
whom she married in 1874. He was a 
son of the seventh Duke of Mariborough 
and died in 189%. She married George 
Cornwallis West in 1900. 

Son a Liberal Leader. 

Winston Churchill, a leader in the 
Liberal party and First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, is a son of the former Mrs. 
West. He has been especially active in 
supporting Premier Asquith’s policy to- 
ward Ulster in the recent complications 
arising out of the effort to give home 
rule to Ireland. He has held his pres- 
ent office in the admiralty since 1911. 
His mother had charge of a hospital 
ship in South Africa at the time of the 
Boer War. She is much interested in 
literature, and in 1908 published ‘“‘The 
Reminiscences of Lady Randolph Chure- 
hill.”” She is the author of a play, ‘“‘His 
Borrowed Plumes.” 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell's first husband, 
Patrick Campbell, was killed in South 
Africa in 1900. She has been ac actress 
for more than twenty years. She has 
toured England with the Ben Greet 
players, and has appeared as a star in 
her own companies in several plays in 
American tours. She first starred in 
‘The Second Mrs. Tanqueray”’ in 1893, 
and has been seen in the play in Amer- 
ica.

GRAND JURY TOLD 


TO-AGT ON GANGS: 
ATTACKS ON WOMEN 


Judge Henning. Instructs That 
They Investigate and Learn if 
More Police Are Needed. 


The April grand jury was selected 
Monday afternoon. One of the instrut- 
tions given by Judge Hennings was: 
“Your attention is directed to the 
large number of crimes of violence 


constantly recurring in this city. Men’ 


and boys, singly and in gangs, attack 
women and girls on the streets and 
public places and lure them into 
buildings with seeming impunity. 

“Burglaries, robberies and murders 
are of almost daily occurrences. Boys 
in gangs infest the street corners 
and pool halls until late hours of the 
night and are principals in the com- 
mission of many grave offenses. 

“These conditions may be the result of 
many causes, and it will be your duty 
to investigate. If, in your opinion, these 

iditions result from an inadequate 
number of patrolmen to properly police 
the city, it may be advisable that a sug- 
gestion be made that the police force 
be increased, so that citizens will be 
properly protected in their personal se- 
curity and their property.’ 

Judge Henning also said the newspa- 
pers had, on a number of ofcasions, 
called attention to alleged violations of 
law in relation to pools, conspiracies and 
monopolies, and instructed the jury that 
it is its duty to see if pooling and mo- 
nopoly laws are being violdted. 

Instruction also was given to inquire 
into the sale of cigarettes and the sale 
of liquor to minors.

Louis, who testified before the grand 
jury that the Muth brothers sold him 
a lot for $%00 under false representa- 
tions. He said that on Jan. 7, 1912, the 
Argus Real Estate and Improvement 
Co., of which Joseph P. Muth is presi- 
dent, and John B. Muth, secretary, 
veyed to him a deed of trust dated 
Dec. 12, 1912, on a piece of land with 
a frontage of 32 feet on McCausland 
avenue and a depth of 150 feet on Nash- 
ville avenue. 

The jieed, Glass set forth, was held by 
William G. Muth, as trustee for J. F. 
Hellrung Jr. to secure payment of prom- 
issory notes ‘aggregating $2500, payable 
at périods of six months from Dec. 30,

A peremptory writ of mandamus, issued by Judge Grimm, 
commands the United Railways to issue to every passenger, whe 
makes a request, such transfers or successive transfers over inter-. 
secting or connecting lines as will transport the passenger by a 
continuous trip for a single fare from any point he may board the 
car in the city to any other point’ in the eity by the most — 


route practicable. 

The United Railways is directed to 
amend its present rules and regulation 
with ref to the issuance of trans- 
fers so as to carry pandora to their 
destination. 

The company may carry a passen- 
ger to hia destination by an indirect 
route, where that is agreeabie to 
both, but cither the cOmpany or the 
passenger has the right to insist upon 
the most direct route being taken. 

Permission is given the United Rai!- 
ways to devise any form of transfer or 
rules which will protect it against im- 
position on the part of unscrupulous per- 
sons who would abuse the right to a 
transfer so as to secure a round trip for 
one fare, or who would give away thei; 
transfers to others. The court directs thia 
rule, however, must not operate to deny 
any passenger the right which is his un- 
der the city ordinance granting a uni- 
versal transfer. 

Protection for Company. 

If the United Railways cannot devise 

such rules, the Court holds it must suf- 


fer such loss as will result ta it from 
the practices of dishonest persons. The 
best protection to the U nited Railways, 
Judge Grimm asserts, is the fact that} 
the vast majority of persons, not oniy ¢ 
in St. Louis, but also in every other 
community, are honest; and the further 


ous, and moreover, largely composed of 
the extremely wealthy, who would not 
ride on street cars for the mere pleas- 
ure of riding, while the people as a 
whole usually are intent upon reaching 
their destination in the shortest time 
possible. 

The United Railways. in many in- 
stances, now issues a transfer upon 4 
transfer.

ICE FLOE SURVIVORS 
TELL OF SUFFERINGS 


Nearly Every Man of Iilfated 
New Foundland’s Crew 
Crippled for Life—-Arms, 
Legs and Fingers of Many 
Amputated. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JOHNS, N. F., April 6.—Hope for 
ths sealing” steamer Southern Cross, 
missing since the blizzard of Tuesday, 
virtually has been abandoned, although 
a diligent search is being continued. 
The absence of any report concerning 
her from incoming steamers or from the 
searchers is construed by many that 
she has gone down with the 173 men 
she had on board. 

The steamer Kyle, which last reported 
40 miles southeast of Cape Pine, hag 
sent word by wireless that she was on 
her way to Virgin Rocks, 50 miles east, 
to continue search for the Southern 
Cross. She was in communication with 
the United States revenue cutter Sen- 
eca of the Grand Banks ice patrol, and 
the skipper of the cutter promised to 
assist in the quest. 

Capt. Daniel Martin of the sealer Erik 
and Capt. William Bartlett of the Terra 
Nova, 
are dubious regarding the safety of the 
missing ship. Neither had seen her 
within a week. 

Capt. Martin said he left her a week 
ago Thursday, when the Southern Cross 
turned homeward wrth 17,000 seals. Sho 
was so deeply laden that all her pro- 
visions and part of her bunker coal 
were stored on deck, so that every 
available space below could be filled 
with her catch. 


Last Seen Week Ago. 
Capt. Bartlett of the Terra Nova said 


the last he saw of the Southern Cross 
was a week ago Friday, when she was 
wallowing slowly down the coast. Other 
ships of the fleet sighted the steamer 
driving before the gale last Tuesday 
morning. She has not been reported 
since, and the skippers who came 
through that gale of equal severity later 
in the week say every chance was 
against a vessel so deep in the water 
as the Southern Cross. 

Practically all of the 69 bodies ot 
the Newfoundland’s hunters, brought in 
by the Bellaventure, have been identi- 
fied. These were forwarded by special 
train last night for De Bona Vista, 
where most of them lived. 

One woman found two bodies clasped 
so tightly in death they could not be 
separated. They were the bodies of her 
husband and son. The lad was wrapped 
in his father’s arms as if the man had 
been trying to shield him from the 
pitiless cold. 

The hand of another was missing. One 
of the survivors, who had lain helpless 
near the body for nearly 48 hours, said 
that his comrade, unable to stand 
the agony of frostbite, had 
the hand with his seamans knife. 


Mother Finds 4 Sons Dead 
A gray-haired mother, supported by 


her two daughters, passed down the 
long rows looking for her sons. Atten- 
tion was suddenly drawn to them when 
the women fell in a faint. They had 
found not only the four sons and broth- 
ers, but two cousins among the dead. 

Of the 30 survivors in the hospital the 
majority will never be fit for active 
service again. Three lost both hands 
and both feet. Five lost both feet. 
Hight others lost a foot and 11 will lose 
a hand or fingers. The gthers will bear 
scars for life. 

Some of the survivors said they sought 
shelter from the gale behind the bodies 
of shipmates, but in all the delirium of 
the two days and nights the bodies 
were left inviolate. Each man endured 
his lot with grim’ patience, and each 
one, the dead, as well as the living, was 
found with his full equipment of clothes, 
boots sre Nr gear intact.

privileges and rights under certain con- 
ditions. : 

“Respondent accepted those conditions 
and is enjoying the rights and priv- 
ileges, and is legally as well as morally 
bound to fairly discharge the obliga- 
tions which it assumed. That is a prop- 
osition which respondent would probably 
not challenge. The question remains. 
however, as to just what the obligation 
of the respondent is; in other words, 
what this provision of the ordinance 
means. 

Intention of Ordinance. 

“It seems quite clear to me that the 
intention was to require the respon- 
dent to carry a passenger from any 
point on its system to any other 
point by the most direct route prac- 
ticable over connecting lines. 

“It was not contemplated, 
stance, that a person standing on Comp- 
ton avenue and Olive, and desiring to go

dvstination in @ roundabout way if re- 
spondent can carry him by a direct 
route. 

“On the witness stand, Capt. McCul- 
loch stated that his company was will- 
ing to carry a passenger to his point 
of destination over as many different 
lines as he might wish, even though he 


fsaw fit to go in a roundabout manner, 


but that what the company objected to 
was the giving of the transfer by a pas- 
senger to some other person to be used

“It is quite clear that the ordinance

The Court cannot 
protect itself by the adoption and 
forcement of rules and regulations which 
result in a denial to the public at large 
of the rights secured to it by the ordi- 
nance. If the respondent is justified in 
refusing a second transfer merely be- 
cause the passenger might give it to 
someone ese fo use, it might be the 
same logic to give the first transfer, for 
it may, and no doubt does occasionally 
happen that a person boarding a car 
will take a transfer when he has no in- 
tention of using it, and afterwards give 
it to some other person.

Should Live Up to Law. 

‘Tf the respondent believed that 
ordinance as presented required 
much of it in the matter of granting 
transfers or failed to protect it against 
fraud and imposition, it should have 
caused the ordinance to be amended. If 
it attempted to do this and failed, then

“If the respondent can devise any 
means of preventing unscrupulous per-

President Poincaire further testified 
that he was so impressed by his inter- 
view with Caillaux that, chancing to 
meet Premier Doumergue later in the 
day, hertold him of the circumstances 
and asked him to try Yo calm Caillaux 
and prevent him i:om taking any rash 
action. :

MYSTERIOUS DEATH 


AT COUNTRY STORE 
SECOND INA WEEK 


Man’s Body Found in Room 
With Two Ribs Broken and 
Several Bruises. 


OWNER KILLED IN- FALL 


Coroner’s Jury Found Déath 
Was Due to Accident Upon 
Stair Doorway. 


The death of John Lundberg, 42 years 
old, in a room over Caesar Pincirioli’s 
store, south of Clayton, was the second 
mysterious death occurring on the 
premises within a week. 

Pincirioli, the storekeeper, was killed 
by a fall from a second-story doorway 
on March 28. A verdict of accident was 


returned. 

According to his acquaintances, Lund- 
berg went to room over the store last 
Tuesday. His body was found on the 
floor of his room Sunday, with indica- 
tions that he had heen dead_e since 
Wednesday or Thursday. Coroner Bopp 
found that two of the man’s ribs were 
broken, and his chest and -abdomen 
showed several bruises. A verdict of 
death from an unknown cause was re- 
turned. 

Lundberg was an employe of the Ev- 
ens & Howard brick works and was 
iaid off at the end of March. -He then 
left the room he had been occupying, 
telling his landlady he was going into 
St. Louis to look for work. Instead he 
took the room over the store in the 
same neighborhood. 

He went to Joseph Pedroli’s saloon to 
buy a bottle of whisky, and said there 
that he had been in St. Louis and had 
been injured by an automobile. He 
showed a cut on his scalp, but did not 
tell of other injuries. This is the only 
circumstance known to the authorities 
which might explain the breaking of 
the man’s ribs. 

A man from Lundberg’s former lodg- 
ing place, named Goldberg, called to see 
him last Tuesday evening and foun! 
him lying on a cot, showing the effects 
ef drink. As he left, Goldberg said at 
the inquest, Lundberg locked the door. 
It was locked when his body was found. 
and there was no indication that any 
other person had entered.

MAY BE MAPPED IN 5 YEARS 


Geographers, on Anniversary of North Pole Dis- 
covery, Predict Present Expeditions Will 
Leave Little Land Unexplored. 


HIDDEN NOOK 


By Associated Press. 


ers’ Club will give a dinner in New 
York tonight to celebrate the fifth an- 
nhiversary of the discovery of the North 
Pole and will present its first gold 
medal of honor to Rear Admiral Peary. 

In connection with the celebration, 
geographers predicted that another five 
years probably would leave no nook 
or corner of the globe unknown to the 
civilized world. 

With Sir Ernest ‘Shackelton, the En- 
elish explorer: also an Austrian expe- 
aition under Dr. Felix Koenig about to 
Start for the Antarctic regions; with 
Amundson and Steffansson preparing 
to open up most of the remaining mys- 
teries of arctic territory; and with 
Roosevelt in Brazil going over a large 
stretch of hitherto unknown land, it 
was pointed out that very little of the 
carth’s surface would remain unmapped 
a few years hence. 

Opinions differed, however. as to the 
relative value of the explorations which 
remain to be made. Major-General A. 
W. Greeley, U. S. A., retired, himself 
an arctic explorer of renown, who with 
his small party reached, in 1881, what 
Was then farthest North, deciared that 
mankind probably would benefit most 
by exploration of the vast unknowns 
of Brazil because of the economic value 
of these discoveries. 

Gilbert H. Grosvenor of the Nationa! 
Geographic Society, on the other hand, 
said he thought explorations in the still 
unknown Arctic territory about 1000 
miles in diameter, northeast of Bering 
Strait, would be of most value. 

Grosvenor pointed out that the area 
around the South Pole still to be gone 
over carefully and mapped is larger in 


SHAW’S GARDEN VISITORS 
COMPLAIN OF TREATMENT 


Officials Say Crowds Had to Be 
Lined Up to Prevent a Jam 
in Greenhouses. 

Several persons who visited Shaw’s 
Garden Sunday afternoon, the opening 
day of the Sunday season, complained 
to the Post-Dispatch Monday of being 
forced by attendants to line up and wait 
before they were admitted to view the 
flowers.

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THE BATON IN A DOCTOR’S CASE. 

The first pause in the continuous successes 
and rapid advancement of one of the most re- 
markable of American army careers is recorded 
in Gen. Leonard Wood's retirement as Chief of 
Staff and assumption of his old duties at 
New York in command of the Eastern Military 
Division.

Misrepresenting the Mexicans, American news- 
papers, controlled by men who hold large areas 
of Mexican lands or valuable mining properties 
granted to them by Porfirio Diaz as a consider- 
ation for influencing American public sentiment 
in support of the Diaz despotism, are now con- 
ducting a campaign of willful misrepresentation 
against the Mexican Constitutionalists. The pur- 
pose of these men who were enriched by Diaz 
with property taken from the Mexican people is 
to make Americans believe the Constitutionalist 
armies are committing atrocities in violation of 
the rules of civilized warfare and so to provoke 
American intervention that would crush the revo- 
lution and save Huerta, who continues: the Diaz 
system. 

To this end the papers controlled by these men 
are now charging that Villa, after his victory at 
Torreon, butchered 600 prisoners. The truth is 
Villa ordered the execution of none but men who 
deserted from the Constitutionalist army to join 
the Federals, and the fate of deserters captured 
in the uniform of the enemy, in all countries, is 
summary execution. 

According to authentic reports, Villa has given 
his wounded Federal prisoners care equal to that 
given his own wounded, and has not executed any 
except those men who were guilty of deliberate 
treason to the cause they first espoused. 

Despite the frantic misrepresentations of Mexi- 
can affairs daily printed by concession-holding 
newspaper publishers, and despite the quixotic 
blustering of Gov. Colquitt of Texas, there is no 
considerable sentiment for American interven- 
tion at any point along the Mexican border. To 
the contrary, there is an all but unanimous dis- 
position to bless President Wilson for keeping 
out and an equally general hope that he will 
accord recognition to the Constitutionalist Gov- 
ernment, thus enabling it to procure funds needed 
for the speedy overthrow of the Huerta dicta- 
torship. The restoration of peace and order be- 
low the Rio Grande now depends upon the com- 
plete success of the Constitutionalists.

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OUR HOMICIDE RECORD 

At Vancouver, a Chinese servant murdered the 
wife of a Canadian Pacific Railroad official. At 
Stockton, Cal., a Japanese servant murdered the 
wife of his physician employer. In St. Louis a 
Chinese woman murdered her husband. Are 
even the Orientals domiciled among us getting 
into the ways of the country? Our murder rec- 
ord surpasses anything known anywhere else, 
and the ratio to population is yearly increas- 
ing. In 1900 it was 2.1 per 100,000, in 1905 it was 
4.5, in 191] it was 6.6. In 1912 the total number 
of homicides is computed at 9152. 

A danger is that, with other things borrowed 
from the United States, aliens who return to 
their own country will introduce among their 
people our unique custom of homicide and ex- 
tend the phenomenon of wholesale killing around 
the world. 
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THE DELINQUENCIES OF LEGISLATORS. 
The idea of more direct, simpler methods in 
State government is given new force in the re- 
port of a Nebraska committee which, appointed 
under pressure of public opinion, has spent a year 
investigating ways of legislative reform. 

The most important of its recommendations is 
that one house of the Legislature shall be abol- 
‘ished. ‘‘Bicameral” is a good, mouth-filling ad- 
jective, but the fact that the system to which it 
is applied seems best adapted to the Federal juris- 
diction, with its short-ballot and strongly cen- 
tered responsibility, is no reason why it should 


} be adjudged the one best adapted to state needs. 


The compromises that made it inevitable at Wash- 
ington were not necessary at the state capitals. 

The Canadian provinces are governing by one 
legislative body. Their unicameral plan does not 
always avoid offense to the taxpayers.~ But at 
least the expense for committees, for clerks and 
miscellaneous legislative hangers-on, for red tape, 
is almost cut in two. And no very frightful 
wrongs seem to have been inflicted on the Ca- 
nadian people as a result of the absence of the 
checks on impulsiveness which two houses pro- 
vide. 

The institution of the one-house plan in Ne- 
braska would not mean its spread to all other 
states. No doubt in many capitals the cause of 
better government at cheaper cost might be pro- 
moted in ways almost as effectual. But it will be 
a good thing when we get it out of our heads that 
two legislative chambers, with numerous mem- 
bers drawing salary and averaging about one 
superfluous clerk or janitor to each member and 
both bodies piling up expenses for junkets and 
incidental purposes and imposing unjustifiable 
taxes on the people to meet the high cost of red 
tape and politics are a logical and indispensable 
feature in the government of the free people of 
sovereign states under the American system. 
Deadlocks between two legislative houses have 
cost the American people much in money and in 
quality of government. The deadlock between 
the two bodies of our Municipal Assembly over 
the free bridge has been most costly to St. Louis. 
With but one house there is only the executive to 
get deadlocked with.

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Strange Story of the Ants 
and the Landlady Orchid 


HIS. is not a Sandman story about 
witches and magic, but it is fully 
as wonderful. Furthermore, , itis a 
marvel that is going on in St. Louis: ‘in 

a place where anybody who wishes may 

go. and witness it. The rare and beauti- 

ful West Indian.orchids at the Missouri 

Hotanical Garden have a working agree- 

ment with the common red ants. The 

orchids are renting little rooms in bulbs 
they have grown for the purpose to the 
ants, and are getting their pay in mosses 
brought in by the ants. The mosses 
retain moisture and thus aid the orehids’ 


This interesting example of the: intt- 
mate relations between plant and ‘insect 
life, is to be found in the Orchid House. 
The Dincrium Bicornulum is commonly 
called the “The Ant-Loving Orchid” 
because it affords the black stinging 
ant a home in its pseudo-bulbs—false 
bulbs. This orchid is now in’ bloom. 
The flowers are small and pure white 
with delicate markings ‘of purple, grow- 
ing in a cluster on ® long, slender stem. 
4 purple markings are guide lines to 
~ which fertilizes the plant the way 
to the feast which the orchid has pre- 
pared for him in return for the labor of 
carrying pollen. 

The “Ant-Loving Orchid” does not do 
well in America. The pseudo-bulbs 
only grow to about one-fourth the size 
of the plants in their native habitat 
Naturalists attribute this to the fact 
that it is an insectiverous plant and that 
the ant is essential to its development 
The black stinging ant in building its 
home in the pseudo-bulbs carry both 
mosses and peat into the hollow bulbs 


nectar, showing the bee or butter-/|. 


which retain moisture, thus benefiting 
the plant. 

In réturn for the benefits which the 
ants bring to this orchid, she keeps 
open house for them, that is, she makes 
an. opening at the base of the pseudo- 
bulbs—a doorway which is always open 
—inviting them to enter and make their 
home, offering them shelter from the 
‘wind and rains. 

“T have noticed our common red 
ants,” said George H. Ring of the Mis- 
sourl Botanical Garden, who is an au- 
thority on. orchids, “building their 
homes in the pseudo-bulbs of the plants 
in the greenhouse, bat they do not re- 
main long. They are poor tenants; evi- 
dently Landlady Orchid does not meet 
their requirements and they seek more 
commodious: ‘quarters. because they 
soon move: out; and the orchid evident- 
ly considers them poor paying tenants, 
as they do not build with mosses and 
she does not thrive upon the rent which 
they pay.. The black stinging ant of 
West india seems essential for the 
plant’s growth. 

The cowhorn orchid—a native of Mex- 
tco—is another of the ant-loving orchids, 
which provides a door in each pseudo- 
bulb that the tenants may enter at will 
and take up their abode. Orchids are 
usually named because of the resem- 
blance of the blossoms, but this one 
gets its common name from the resem- 
blance of its pseudo-bulbs to the horns 


of a cow.
